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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
1. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. Claims now recite "object-oriented software agents" and "object- 
oriented control means" which were not described in the specification in a reasonable way. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 



3. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mahany et al., 
US Pat. 5,790,536 (Mahany). 

Mahany discloses a communication system in which wired and wireless communication 
networks are employed in an overall scheme to link portable or mobile computing devices. 
Mahany teaches a plurality of services in that it is described that "copies of data, program code, 
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and processing resources are migrated from their source toward requesting destinations based on 
request frequency, communication link cost and available local storage and/or processing 
resources. Also taught is the communication of two-dimensional images. The system of Mahany 
teaches a service provision in that the access servers (or base stations) routes and relays data, and 
provides other functionality for communication among hardwired and wireless, stationary and 
roaming devices. Specifically, Mahany teaches control means comprising a plurality of software 
agents (access servers), individual agents of said plurality comprising data relevant to service 
provision via the network (col. 9, lines 4-43), updating means for updating data held by at least 
some of said software agents (this is inherent because at least the resource allocation for each 
communication device the access device is serving would be updated according to the traffic), the 
control means (host computer and the plurality of access servers) maintaining and communicating 
the data made available to the user and responsive to selection of a service by the user to trigger a 
process for providing the selected service to the user. 

Further, note that the network of Mahany is a combination network of wired and wireless. 

Further, Mahany teaches the transfer of user between cells of mobile network. See Fig. lc, 
and note well known principle behind cellular network. 

Further Mahany teaches the fact that a service potentially available to the user is affected 
by bandwidth availability in the cell in which the user has access to the mobile network, and the 
control means may update the data available to the user in terms of either availability of such 
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service or the price at which it would be available. See abstract and col. 9, lines 44 - col. 10, line 
12.
